W hite th is contention is keenly an d 
vigorously supported it has not shaken 
the position of the Americana who cut 
the thread of Sp&ui-h diplomacy in tho 
rnuidla of the word “relinquish,” by 
practically assuring the Spaniards that 
they need not chert sh anxiety as to 
whom to relinquish, but to conform to 
the fourth article of the protocol, which 
pledge* Spain “ that Cuba, Porto Hico 
and the other Spanish islands of the 
W elt ladies shall be immediately evacu­ 
ated."

WOULD BE 
FIGHTING. 


H ad Spain B een A w are o f O ar A rm y's 
R eal C on d ition . 
Washington, Oct. 
J8.—Information 
has reached the war department that a 
high officer of the Spanish army very 
recently made tho statement that had 
the Spaniard* been aware of tho condi­ 
tion of the American army, its inability 
to withstand the hardships of a cam­ 
paign, its lack of medical and other 
supplies and general inefficiency as told 
in the American papers, the Spaniards 
would not have given up, but would 
have continued the fighting for a long - 
time to come, fully believing that they 
would have been able to prevent the 
capture of Cuba by 
American arms. 
This statement is known to have been 
made to the American officers now in 
Cuba aud causes some uneasiness in of­ 
ficial circles as if may mean that the 
Spaniards are not yet ready to yield the 
islands under the terms of the protocol. 
It is believed by officials in W ashing­ 
ton that had it not been for the outcry 
made regarding the army and the con­ 
duct of the M ar that there never would 
have been any question raised by the 
Spanish peace commissioners regarding 
the Cuban debt, 
it is asserted that the 
Madrid government was aware when it 
asked for peace that it M’as useless to 
ask that the Cuban debt be taken into 
consideration by any commission and 
that it is only since the reports of the 
bad condition of the United States army 
have reached Madrid that the question 
bas been raised. 
Another matter that causes grave con- ’ 
sideration is the temper of the Span- ' 
lards in Cuba aud the fear that the im ­ 
pression which now prevails there may , 
lead.them to regard the American troops 
of not much account and act accordingly 
after the occupancy by the United I 
States. 
The matter has been discussed 


In the war department and when the 
troops are sent to Cuba the force will 
be of such size aud character as to give 
the inlanders a different impression of 
United States soldiers than they now 
entertain. 
“The impression among the Spaniards 
in Cuba,” said an officer in a position to 
know what is going on, “is that the 
American soldiers are weak and puny,! 
incapable of withstanding hardships, 
and whom it will be un easy matter to 
vanquish. 
This feeling may make it 
difficult for the Americans at first. This 
impression is due to the charges that 
have been made against the Mar depart-, 
meat with such virulence and insistence .

There seems to be a possibility of new 
alignm ents between the people of the 
[ ane party which has always boasted of 
its record in acquiring new territory, 
and the other, which has acted in a 
conservative way as to methods of ex­ 
pansion, bat which always welcomed 
all we acquired. 
The Democratic party 
now* seems to be making a fetich of gov 
eminent 
inside 
of 
our ooeamwept 
coasts, and denouncing 
what it is 
pleased to call the Imperialism of the 
Republicans. 
Looking at tho m atter from these two 
standpoints, for convenience, let one 
be called Provincialists and the other 
Imperialists. 
The Provincialists seem 
to be astounded at the tendency of the 
world to accept as a good thing the 
principles 
underlying 
this 
nation. 
They treat merely as accidents the ac 
cruing results of the rebellion in Cuba, 
and the incident starvation, the blow 
lug up of the Maine and the victory of 
Dewey, while the Imperialists acoept 
them as buglecails to an awakeutng to 
higher 
duties 
aud 
responsibilities. 
Paraphrasing a little, it may be said 
that out of the blankness of the intel­ 
lect aud heart the mouth speaketn. 
One who sees the world only as gov 
erned by chance is given to regard saoh 
occurrences as accidents, to be thought 
of a day and dismissed forever. 
Where 
as, in others they seemed to be burned 
into the moral consciousness, aud that, 
as tides of the ocean, they dash on to 
the furthermost shores of time. 
Aud 
so here we have some of the differences 
of the classes, or possible parties which 
may, for convenience, be called P m 
vincialists and Imperialists. 
Why should any thoughtful person 
be astonished at the expansion of the 
principles of the nation? 
We have all 
boasted of them as the greatest under­ 
lying the foundations of any other peo 
pie. 
Should we not rather expect that 
other nations should be favorably ef­ 
fected by them? 
And all such innova­ 
tion comes through war. 
It took war to divest our cwn of the 
relics of barbarism, and other nations 
and people are not less tenacious of 
theirs. 
If there is an expansion of the 
principles underlying this nation, shall 
we cowardly run away from the duties 
and obligations which necessarily ac­ 
company this? Shall we become fright 
cued and lose faith in the efficiency of 
their up-lift of others? 
Rather, what 
danger can come to us if Hawaii and 
Cuba aud Porto Rico become American, 
even assimilated? The universal ballot, 
free schools and our free institutions 
may not obtain instantly in them. 
It 
took nearly IOO years preparation for 
them all to get a footing here in our 
coast bound held. 
If we have confidence in our destiny, 
and believe in progress to a common 
brotherhood aud in the final consumma­ 
tion of enlightened civilization, there 
eau be no occasion for alarm. If we be­ 
come provincial and hold to the view 
that these things are accidental acces­ 
sories and only possible to the states not 
divided by seas, then there is another 
long struggle aud divisions on narrow 
party line, for tru th and destiny may 
be delayed, but the “ everlasting years” 
are theirs, and the consummation will 
come. 
Consider the splendid preparation in 
this country for such an end. 
One hun­ 
dred days of war completely obliterated 
our own sectional troubles which had 
alienated us for more than half a cen­ 
t r y , aud now we are united forever, 
aud in these hundred (lays have shown 
to the world resources in wealth aud in 
all other thiugs which commands the 
respect of the world in putting into 
force and m aintaining our principles of 
government, welcomed where over our 
arms 
have 
obliterated 
barbarism. 
Neither was this unification an acci­ 
dent, for in all these things " ’tis the 
Divinity that stirs within us.” 
W ith­ 
out this unification and this exhibition 
of force aud strength there could be no 
expansion. 
There are strong prejudices against 
national expansion on account of the 
wise 
advice 
given 
by 
Washington 
against 
“entangling 
alliances.” 
It 
should be remembered that there wore 
specific reasons for such advice, and it 
was given to meet an emergency wrhlch 
then threatened us. 
France was in a 
state of great unrest aud uncertainity 
as a stable government, and we were 
taking steps toward an alliance with 
that nation at a time when we were 
not strong ourselves. 
Such advice was 
Wise theu, and it would be wise today 
under like threatened relations. 
But 
vastly changed conditions in our moral 
attitude is acknow ledged by all, and in 
our material strength and power, make 
it altogether possible to go where wa 
are invited, aud to maintain our prin­ 
ciples of g >vernmeut. 
In the assur­ 
ance that wherever our flag floats over 
the rums of barbarism, destroyed by out 
army and navy, hum anity is lifted up, 
and God is there, wTe should as a nation 
go forward aud build up better civiliza­ 
tions. 
If the once great Democratic party 
shrinks as it now threatens, from duty 
to humanity, duty to the world aud 
the truth, by becoming Provincial, let 
the now greater Republican party as­ 
sume the imperial role, in the sense 
that imperialism means 
human en­ 
franchisement, equality of all men be­ 
foul the law, and the carrying of the 
principles of free government jepre- 
•entea by our flag wherever the down­ 
trodden nave invited it, outside of out 
coast lines as well as in.

erers are paid a relative advance over 
the cutters aud flatteners.

H on Thieve* Are D etected by th e 
I *e of I ncnnny < harm *. 
Tho most curious and com plicated 
charm s are those used in the recovery 
of stolen property aud the detection of 
thieves. 
Strange to say, the Egyptian 
practice of seeing figures shifting over 
tile ink poured into a boy’s hand is, 
w ith certain m inor differences, known 
in Sindh. The Viuyane Waro, or finder 
of lost goods, rubs some dark substance 
over the thum bnails of a youth not a r­ 
rived at the ago of puberty, or directs 
him to look at a black spot painted on 
the bottom of a bright brass pot. 
The soothsayer during this period re­ 
cites the azim ah (charm ) three differ­ 
ent times, after w hich the seeing com­ 
mences. The boy first sees a bhangi, or 
sweeper, appear in the ink and clean 
the floor, after w hich farash (tent pitch­ 
ers) approach aud prepare a pavilion. 
They are followed by a train of serv­ 
ants, who spread carpets and erect a 
kind of throne for the king of the Jinn, 
who presently appears in state, accom 
panied by his suit. 
Before him the loser of the article ap 
pears, to advance as a com plainant, and 
the monarch Bends 
tis cho! dais (mace 
bearer) for tho thief. 
Tho latter being 
violently dragged into tho presence, is 
bastinadoed till he shows the spot 
where the goods aro concealed, and is 
then dismissed. 
W hen the charm is 
concluded, tho boy accurately describes 
the person of tho guilty man aud the 
place where ho deposited his plunder. 
The natives of Sindh aver that this 
incantation is n o ta diabolical one, as it 
is only to be m astered by tho 40 days’ 
fast and the other cerejnonies usually 
gone through during tho study of tho 
las khir (or acquisition of power over 
angels and demons). Consequently few 
practice it, and tho knowledge is con­ 
fined to certain fam ilies. 
I never saw 
the operation, but have heard of it.suffi­ 
ciently often to be assured th at my in ­ 
form ants were not deceiving me. More­ 
over, traces of it are to be found in 
southern Persia and other parts of tho 
eastern world. 
It probably originated 
in India, that poisonous source of three 
parts of Hic superstitions which have 
inundated Europe aud Asia and traveled 
westward to Egypt aud the M aghrib. 
As a support to my conjecture, it may 
he nu ntioucd that in Sindh it is prac­ 
tice d by some Hindoos asw e ll as Mos­ 
lem s.—Sir Richard Burton in H um ani­

It should not be forgotten, how ever, 
that the A m en can attitude in Culm is 
held not to bi* that of acquiring power,

obligations.

opposing 
Spaniards ke< lily contend that Hover- 
eighty involves burdens aa w ell as bless­ 
ing*), and that both should (mas together 
from Spain. 
Close follow ing this contention the 
Bpaniards are pressing for a construe* J 
lion of the word “ relirq a iih ” in the 
Cuban article of the pr t col.

tion of the Am erican army, its inability 
to w ithstand the hardships of a cam ­ 
paign, its lack of m edical and other 
supplies and general inefficiency as told 
in the American pipers, the .Spaniards 
would uot have given up, but would 
have continued the fighting for a long 
time to com e, fully believing that they 
would have been able to prevent the 
capture of Cuba by 
American arms. 
This statem ent is known to have been 
made to the American officers now in 
Cuba aud causes some uneasiness in of­ 
ficial circles as it m ay mean that the 
Spaniards are not yet ready to yield the 
islands under the term s of the protocol. 
It is believed by officials iu W ashing­ 
ton that had it not been for the outcry 
made regardiug the army and the con­ 
duct of the war that there never would 
have been any qaestion raised by the 
Spanish peace com m issioners regardiug 
the Callan debt, 
it is asserted that the 
Madrid governm ent w as aw are w hen it 
asked for peace that it w as useless to 
I ask that the Cuban debt be taken into 
consideration by any com m ission and 
I that it is only since the reports of the 
bad condition o f the IT lilted States army 
j have reached Madrid that the question 
has been raised, 
j 
Another m atter that causes grave con­ 
sideration is the temper of the Span­ 
iards iu Cuba and the fear that the im - ' 
presmou w hich now prevails there m ay : 
lead.them to regard the American troops 
of not much account aud act accordingly 
after the occupancy by 
the 
U nited 
States. 
The matter has been discussed 


in the war departm ent and w hoa the 
troops are sent to Cuba the force w ill 
be of such su e and character as to give 
the islanders a different im pression of 
U nited States soldiers than they now 
entertain. 
“ The im pression am ong the Spaniards 
in C uba,” said an officer in a position to ’ 
know what is going on, "is that the 
American soldiers are w eak aud p u n y ,!

T he universal ballot, 
free schools and our free institutions 
m ay not obtain in stan tly in them. 
It 
took nearly IOO years preparation for 
them ail to get a footing here in our 
coast bound held. 
If we have confidence in our destiny, 
an d believe in progress to a common 
brotherhood an d in the final consum m a­ 
tion of enlightened civilization, there 
can be no occasion for alarm . 
If we be­ 
come provincial and hold to the view 
th a t these th in gs are accidental acces­ 
sories and only possible to th e states not 
divided by seas, then there is another 
long struggle an d divisions on narrow 
party line, for tru th au d destiny may 
be delayed, but the “ everlasting y ears” 
are theirs, au d the co nsum m ation will 
come. 
Consider the splendid preparation in 
this country for such an end. 
Cue h u n ­ 
dred days of w a r completely obliterated 
our own sectional troubles w hich had 
alienated us for more th a n half a cen­ 
t r y , aud now we are un ited forever, 
aud in these h u n d re d days have shown 
to the world resources in w ealth and in 
all other th in gs w hich com m ands the 
respect of the world in p u ttin g into 
force an d m ain tain in g our principles of 
governm ent, welcomed w here ever our 
arm s 
have 
obliterated 
barbarism . 
N either was this unification an acci­ 
dent, for in all these th in g s “ ’tis the 
D ivinity th at stirs w ith iu u s .”
